According to certain sections of the 


contracts awarded yesterday by a ma- 
ority of tho municipal council for the 
erection of the proposed addition to 
the Bartlett school, Francis A. War- 
nock, commissioner of public property 
and licenses will bo the big man as 
far as additions, changes or altera- 
tions are concerned, although this is 
not in harmony with the city charter, 
which states specifically that the muni- 
cipal council shall have supervision of 
the erection, alteration and repair of 
all public buildings including- 
school 


buildings. 


The section referred to in the con- 


tract is as follows. 


Any additions, chang-es 
or 
altera- 


tions of this contract, or of the work, 


•_11 be performed subject to, and in 
all respects 
in accordance with the 
terms of this contract. 
Nothing shall 
be regarded as extra 
matter or work 
unless ordered in writing by the com- 
missioner of public property 
and li- 
censes on the architect's recommenda- 
tion, nor unless 
the 
same 
shall be 
either stated as an extra in such order 
or claimed as an extra by said con- 
tractor before proceeding to execute 
the work, in any event, unless 
two 
weeks after receiving such order, such 
claim to bo in writing tiled with said 
commissioner. 
According to the wording of this 
section of tho contracts the commis- 
sioner of public property and licenses 
nnfl not tho municipal council shall de- 
termine any extras that may come up 
during the erection of the building. 
Heretofore any slight 
alteration 
or 
change in tho contract 
was 
recom- 
mended by the commissioner of pub- 
lic property and licenses and approved 
or rejected by tho municipal council 
In meeting. 
, . 
Section 26 of tho city charter states 
emphatically that the. supervision of 
work to public, buildings shall rest 
with tbe municipal council: 'The mu- 
nicipal council shall have full super- 
vision of the erection, alteration and 
repair of 
all 
public 
buildings, in- 
cluding school buildings, 
except 
re- 
pairs nnd alterations of school build- 
ings for which provision IB made in 
tho annual appropriation." 
Therefore the contracts and the city 
charter do not agree as to where the 
authority for chancres shall rest. 
When'informed of tho way the con- 
tracts read Commissioner Brown stated 
this morning that the addition will be 
erected according to the charter 
ana 
there is no getting 
away 
from 
It. 
Whether an attempt will be made to 
correct the contracts is not known. 
Epenktng about tho addition to the 
B.irtlett "school Commissioner urown 
stated this morning that he thought 
5170.000 was a big sum. 
He said tile 
amount Is so large -that when the mat- 
ter was Ilrst hrought to tho attention 
of the council 
every 
memtor 
was 
thunderstruck and all voted to throw 
down the proposition. 
'Later, 
con- 
tinued Mr. Brown, "mothers came to 
me and strenuously objected to sending 
their children across the Pawtiickct 
bridge to the Pawtucket school as sug- 
gested by the mayor. 
I was also in- 


formed that one of the contractors, 
who was the lowest bidder for a cer- 
tain job. in anticipation of getting tho 
contract and In order to he able to live 
up to Ills bid, had ordered the 
nec- 
essary material for his share of the 
work on the addition and 
if the mat- 
tor was delayed a year, this contractor 
would 
simply 
bo 
ruined. 
Tailing 
these two matters under consideration 
I decided to vote In favor of going 
along with the work." 
Mr. Brown also touched up the mat- 
ter of the O'Hearn-Drnpeau 
contro- 
versv and said the matter is such a 
delicate one that In his opinion both 
bids should bo thrown aside and new 
bids should be called for. 
.Mr. Brow.n 
said he did not favor Mr. O'l learn any

about 


these tests—that they fired revolvers 
at you to test your nerve, threw cold 
water on you, stuck needles In your 
flesh, and all sorts of other stunts that 
sound like a college fraternity's haz- 
ing.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 25.—Boston coal 
dealers, tho federal trade commission 
reported today, with a few notable ex- 
ceptions, "did not hesitate" during the 
spring months this year, "to take ad- 
vantage of the necessities of tho pub- 
lic and to charge 
for 
anthracite a 
price that netted them unreasonable 
margins." 
Tho commission's 
report, 
resulting 


from tho Investigation it made of. the 
retail coal situation in s&vcral largo 
cities, Eiiys individual dealers in Bon- 
ton made margins of profit far exceed- 
ing tho average and that on egg coal 
alone five large retailers and three 
small dealers during April made prof- 
its greater than 53.50 n ton. Tho same 
profits were taken by certain dealers 
during May, and one large retailor who 
Increased his supply by 87 per cent. 
In the face of a considerable shortage, 
made profits ranging from 
$3.SJi to 


$4.-12 a ton on various sixes. 


The receipts of coal for Jill Boston, 
however, during April and May were 
below those of the precL-ding year for 
the same period. 
Favoritism in dis- 


tributing coal to dealers is. shown by 
the report which says that while 16 
favored retailors go4 more coal this 
year than they did last year, 35 got 
less.

If the price fixing plan fails, the 
overnment will not hesitate to. en- 
force provisions of the food' bill giv- 
ing it authority to requisition coal at 
the mines and sell It to the public 
generally. 


"All the machinery given i-e will be 
used to enforce the prices named by 
President Wilson," said Dr. Garfleld. 
"Our purpose will be to secure all tho 
benefits contemplated in the act and 
the fuel control put Into force will In- 
sure a reduction to the consumer. Any 
person who thinks this will not mean a 
reduction in retailers' profits will find 
he is mistaken. 
"Each possible remedy under the bill 
designed to remedy present conditions 
will be studied and we will be ready 
to put into force any of its provi- 
sions." 
M".it Adhere to PrlcM Named 


The government, it was learned yes- 
terday, will not permit coal dealings 
at prices higher than those named by 
the president on the grounds of exist- 
ing ccnrnc.ts unless it is proved that 
the contracts are bona nde. 
Dr. Garfield's statement was promp- 
ted by remarks of coal dealers in New 
York anil elsewhere to the effect that 
the president's action 
In 
fixing 
the 
price of anthracite at the mines would 
not lessen the price of the commodity 
to the consumer. 
"If any one thinks the coal admin- 
istrator is going to stop when a re- 
•luaion of nrices at the mines upon 
this commodity is accomplished, he Is 
very much mistaken. 
"There must be reductions all along 
the line. We do not propose that the 
price paid to the anthracite operators 
shall be cut and the consumer not reap 
any benent therefrom. 
The undesir- 
able dealer will be taken care of by 
thn coal administrator In such a way 
that a fair and just profit to himself

In modern times, the roir, or vil- 


lage organization of Russia, kept the 
spirit of democracy alive. and gave 
it plenty of exercise under the very 
•Jieel of the most vicious autocracy .In 
the world..

It is a queer thing to think of, 
that while the tyrannical government 
and the marvelous police and spy 
systems were hunting out democracy 
high and low, the daily life of '.very 
village was fostering it and preparing | 
tho ability and skill that in the end I 
pushed the old throne over and .now 
conduct the national government..

I should think that this ought to be | 


enough to convince even the 
cave , 


men "that democracy is ordained and j 
inevitable. 
. . 
The big things in a national char- 


acter for democracy are 
;i en parity 


for self-restraint 
and a capacity to 


work together. 
I will now point out two acmnve- 
ments of the Russians in self-restraint 
that 1 think are in their way un- 
equalled in human affairs: 
1—The old government of Russia was 


a horrible and beastly thing. 
It has 


never boon painted'as it really was, 
because there are some" things you 
cnn't paint. 
It 
was 
cruel, blood- 


thirsty and savage. 
Every 
intelli- 


gent 
Russian 
outside of 
its circle 


hated it with fierce and reasonable 
hatred. 
The time came when it fell ana 


the people it had so terribly wronged 
stood over it, lying there helpless. 


They could have done then to the 


former 
oppressors 
anything 
they 


pleased. They could have exacted a 
memorable revenge and'history would 
have called it no more than justice. 


They 
could have 
adorned 
every 


"amp 
post on the Nevsky with the 


body of some agent or member of 
the old machine, r< '. ivitli innocent 
blood. 
They /could have confiscated prop- 


erty; with' perfect reason they could 
have '.ried for treason "0 men, high 
in the czar's confidence, and let the 
Uw take its course upon them. 
The very least you rould 
expect 
vas exile for the men that had looted 
Russia and sent so mnny thousands 
to the living-death of Sibreia. 


Tho Russian 
people did none of 


these things. 
They limited their re- 


venge to the burning of police sta- 
tions as a sign of protest apainst 
the hated police. 
When the hated 


police ceased 
to fight against 
the 


citizens and soldiers, their lives were 
spared. 
A few of the worst traitors were 


cast, into prison. 
Nobody was 
put 


to death. 
The czar, whose detestable char- 


neter and anpetite for cruelty had 
been responsible for Tiloody Monday 
rnd other horrors, was put under 
gunrd but not hnrmed. 


Men whofi" brothers and sisters had 


rotted in thp underground ceils of 
Siberia and men whose mothers and 
sisters and wives had b»en shot down 
on Bloody Monday refused to seek 
thp least revenge. 
They were wise, they w«re humnne. 


nnd they never lost their bearincrs. 
They sriid: 
It is the system 
that 


we mako war upon, not the individual. 


Therefore tho.y achieved their place 


in history with' the least bloody and 
least cruel revolution ever Iinnwn. rnd 
started democracy by abolishing the 
death penalty, cstnblishing universal 
suffrage 
and standing for a p'nc- 


tieally universal amnesty.

of

perfectly 
capable 


of 
steering 
and 
mnlntnlnlns 
their 


democracy, if they 
nrn. allowed

ing tho average and that on egg coal 
alone five large retailors and three 
small dealers during April made prof- 
its greater than $3.50 a ton. The same 
profits were taken by certain dealers 
during May, and one largo retailer whu 
increased his supply by 87 per cent, 
in the faco of a considerable shortage, 
made profits ranging from 
?3.S£> to 


$4.411 a ton on various sizes. 
The receipts of coal for all Boston, 
however, during April and May were 
below those of the preceding year for 
the same period. Favoritism in dis- 
tributing coal to dealers is shown by 
the report which says that while 16 
favored retailors got more coal this 
year than they did last year, 35 got 
less.
